Following these two charges, Mil­ 
lar, through his counsel, J. Francis 
Yake, Esq., appealed his case to the 
county court. 
After taking testi­ 
mony in the case on July 26 here, 
the judge projxired

After explaining

board may dismiss or refuse to re­

teacher when

Judge Sheely stated that the court 
was not satisfied that the Straban 
I township board 
had 
proven 
the 
teacher guilty on these counts. 
The jurist declared that the testi­ 
mony taken at the previous hear­ 
ings was f far from satisfactory" 
and that there were no findings of 
fact uncovered.

than a single violation of the school 
code would have to exist. The word 
wilfully’ ordinarily means inten­ 
tional and conscious and the word 
persistent’ ordinarily implies firm 
and persevering in a course, or 
resolution." 
The judge said, In part: 
"The constitutionality of the act 
of April 6, 1937, commonly known 
as the ‘Teachers’ Tenure Act’ is 
not, and cannot be, questioned in 
this case; the board proceeded un­ 
der provisions of the act in failing 
to re-elect the teacher, and the 
teacher followed the provisions of 
the act in bringing this appeal. 
"Under the act the burden 
is 
placed upon the court to hear ap­ 
peals from (he action of the board, 
and to affirm or reverse the action 
of the board. In fulfilling thus duty 
the court is bound by the charges 
preferred by the board against the 
teacher and the evidence adduced 
in support of these charges. 
Court’s Function Limited 
"The function of the court ex­ 
tends no further than to determine 
judicially 
whether 
the 
charges 
brought against the teacher are es­ 
tablished by the evidence. The wis­ 
dom of the act is solely a question 
for the 
Legislature, and if the 
board fails to sustain the charges 
brought against the teacher by evi­ 
dence which Is legally competent and 
relevant, it is the duty of the court 
to reverse the action of the board 
even though the result may be that 
the board is forced to retain a 
teacher whom they do not desire 
and who has lost the confidence not 
only of the board but of the com­ 
munity and the pupils. 
"In fact, the filing of the charges 
against a teacher and a public hear­ 
ing 
thereon 
by the court, even 
though the court completely ex­ 
onerates the teacher, would itself 
place the teacher in such a posi­ 
tion before the community that it 
would be practically impossible for 
him to do effective work thereafter. 
"In passing upon the dismissal of 
or refusal to re-elect a teacher the 
school board is performing a quasi­ 
judicial function and must consider 
the case and the evidence from a 
strictly judicial standpoint. This is 
entirety different from the view­ 
point of the executive which is ex­ 
ercised in refusing to re-elect a 
teacher. 
From tile executive view­ 
point it might be desirable to termi­ 
nate a contract for many reasons 
which the Legislature has not seen 
fit to include as a cause of such re­ 
fusal under the act of 1937.”

TEACHER FIGHTS 
TO RETAIN JOB 


Waynesburg, Aug. 7 (AP). — A 
W hitley 
township 
school teacher 
has opened her defense against 
testimony th a t she taught the D ar­ 
win theory of evolution, and struck 
pupils w ith a ball bat and poker.

N cur first sketch we mentioned 
both 
C fiptair 
Steelman 
and 
Colonel Hance 
(Hans) 
Hamilton. 
Bince these two outstanding pioneers 
and frontiersm en were friends we 
think it best, for this reason, when 
wilting of early settlers to write of 
these two together. 
We have been able to find com­ 
paratively 
little 
regarding 
Capt. 
John 
Hanson Steelman. 
We do 
know, however, th a t lie was bom 
about 1655, of Swedish parents, a t 
what is now Grey’s Ferry Bridge in 
Philadelphia. 
W hile still a com­ 
paratively young m an in 1698, he 
gave the largest contribution toward 
the erection of Old Swedes Lutheran 
Church, W ilmington, Delaware. 
A 
few years later, he was a guest and 
correspondent 
of 
William 
Penn, 
1700-1701. In 1740 he was a depon- 
an t in the chancery suit between the 
Penn heirs and Lord Baltimore. He 
died in 1749. 
First Settler in Adams 
Captain 
Steelm an 
settled 
per- 
m antly in w hat is now Adams Coun­ 
ty about 1718, and was the first per­ 
m anent white settler west of the 
Susquehanna. 
He acted as Indian 
Interpeter for W illiam Penn, and, 
when old. was provided w ith a land 
grant of 200 acres in the ’’M anor of 
the Maske" by the proprietor. From 
th a t tim e on, he was an Indian trad ­ 
er, and it is said th a t the Indians 
trusted him and brought their furs 
to his cabin, which was located near 
the Blue Ridge M ountain passes to 
the south, yet not too far from the 
northern passes. 
In his will he 
nam ed his friend. Hance Hamilton, 
executor of his estate, and on August 
3, 1749 “Col. Hance Hamilton gave 
bond as adm inister of the estate of 
Capt. John Hanson Steelman.” 
Colonel Hance (Hans) Ham ilton 
was bom about 1721 in N orthern 
Ireland, the Ham ilton family having 
em igrated to Ireland from Scotland 
about 1605. 
Hance Hamilton emi­ 
grated to America from Ireland with 
other Scotch-Irish im m igrants in 
1732, and landed a t New Castle, Del­ 
aware. 
A short tim e afterw ard he 
took up lands near Wrightsville. 
Settled on Marsh Creek 
About 1739 he became a member 
of the M arsh Creek Settlem ent. In 
April 1741 he filed his claim to land. 
From 1749 to 1759 he was th e cen­ 
tral figure among the “M arsh Creek" 
settlers who were already 
noted 
throughout the province for their 
self-reliance, 
aggressiveness, 
a n d 
force. 
Braddock’s defeat in July, 1755, 
opened th e way for Indian assaults 
upon th e scattered settlem ents in 
southern Pennsylvania—all of which 
were w ithout the protection of either 
am m unition or men. Hance Ham il­ 
ton organized a company for the 
protection of the settlers, and in 
1756, after a line of forts had been 
constructed, he marched w ith his 
company to Fort Littleton, in Bed­ 
ford County. He was commander of 
this Fort in 1756, and, upon hearing 
of the disaster at McCord’s Fort 
went to th e rescue of the provincial 
troops there. In th a t sjfcne year he 
com m anded his company of York 
county troops in the expedition un­ 
der Col. Armstrong and aided th a t 
officer in defeating the French and 
Indians a t Fort Kittining. 
In 1758 
he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the First B at­ 
talion of the Pennsylvania Foot in 
the Provincial Army which partici­ 
pated in Forbes’ expedition against 
Fort Desquenne. 
First Sheriff Here 
Hance Ham ilton was elected the 
first sheriff of York county in 1749 
and continued as such until Octo­ 
ber IO, 1752. He was, after an inter­ 
val of three years, again commis­ 
sioned sheriff, the only instance to 
be found in the records of our coun­ 
ty, of an individual serving more 
than one term as sheriff, he was suc­ 
ceeded as sheriff in 1752 by John 
Aldum. 
After th e French and Indian war, 
Col. H am ilton retired to his farm in 
M enallen Township (Adams County) 
and was apparently content to en­ 
gage in farm ing and operate his 
grist mill. Several years later, how­ 
ever, he was commissioned one of 
the Judges of the Court of Common 
Pleas, and served as such until his 
death on February 2, 1772. 
Little is known regarding Hance 
H am ilton’s wife and children. 
His 
will, executed four days before his 
death, makes no m ention of a wife; 
therefore Mrs. Hamilton m ust have 
died before him. 
He does mention, 
however, the following children in 
his 
w ill:—Thomas, 
Sarah, 
inter­ 
m arried with Alexander McKean, 
Mary, interm arried with Hugh Mc­ 


Kean, Hance, Quai an, George, John, 
William, and James. The executors 
of his will were his brother John 
Hamilton, Robert M cPherson, Esq., 
and Samuel Edie, Esq.; witnesses, 
Jam es McClure, Robert Black, and 
Hugh Gallaher. 
Will was probated 
M arch ll, 1772. 
Hance Hamilton was first buried 
in Black’s Cemetery, but was later 
removed to the Evergreen Ceme­ 
tery and re-interred in Area “C” on 
the slope of the hill. A sm all gran­ 
ite stone marks the grave.
